LBJ Gets Acid Test

Is Lyndon Jonnson fresh out of rabbits’ Is he 


down to the bottom of the sombrero or can he 


still pull a hare out of a hat? 


That's what they're ask ing themselves in the 
highest labor circles when they 
discuss the repeal of “ MB — 
which is most of the time now. 
The nation's “ in” labor lead­ 
ers, talk ing among themselves 
adm it that without one more 
such rabbit, the masterful po­ 
litical magician will fail — but 
not for lack of trying. 
Few observers are aw are 
that the President not only 
gave labor his word he'd try 
to pu>h through repeal, but that he would sm ash 
the anti-union shop law in this session. 
Such a pledge was made by Mr. Johnson to 


labor chiefs George Meany, Dave Dubinsk y and 
Jack Potofsk y during a confidential White House 
conversation as long ago as last March 10. 


The chief ex ecutive ask ed only that they let 


bim pick the moment for the big push for la­ 
bor’s No. 1 objective. With him timing is every­ 


thing and mak es politics the art of the possible. 
That day he said he'd k eep Congress in ses­ 
sion until New Y ear's Eve if need be. 


THE MOMENT is now, and labor still is count­ 
ing on the rabbits. Just the other day Meany 
said. “ The filibuster must be brok en. We are 
confident that it will be brok en. . . ” 
Meany rarely says what he doesn't mean Es­ 
pecially not in moments as tense as these tor 
labor. 


Why all the intensity’ The basic story has 
n it really been told. There's more to it than 
labor's wanting all work ers to join a union. 


There s the m atter of the Democratic-labor- 
liberal coalition's control of the nex t Congress. 


The President and his labor allies are p rac­ 
tical politicians. They k now the value of money 
tnd manpower in any election — especially when 
it is strategically spread across scores of thou­ 
sands of precincts. 
TTus money, this manpower, this political net­ 
work were indeed valuable during the 
196 4 p resi­ 
dential campaign desprte Mr. Johnson's ability 
to pile up votes on his own. 


LABOR SPENT millions to put across a lib­ 
eral-labor congressional m ajority. They hit the 
streets with thousands of sk illed organizers. 
They told their people that victory in such 
a 
cam paign would mean passage of their high pri­ 
ority legislation. And highest on the list, though 
q uietest for months was the repeal of the law 


which mak es it unnecessary in 19 states to Join 
a union to k eep a job. 
Enough freshmen congressman — including 
labor leaders themselves—were elected to mak e 
this Congress so pro-labor that one high spok es­ 
man said recently: “So many of our proposals 
hr.ve been passed, we have no legislative p ro 
g am left.” 
But now Sen. Dirk sen is block ing the top 
goal. And he is a brilliant parliam entarian. If 
he beats the Johnson-labor coalition, the Illinois 
orator will do it with the support of Democratic 
senators. 
Labor’s policy m ak ers shudder at the thought. 
How. they ask , will they be able to go back 
to their thousands of activisits and convincingly 
ex plain what happened. Certainly they’ll blame 
the defeat on the Republicans and Southerners. 
But they fully ex riett » heir people “out there” 
to say, so what? We were prom ised!” 


PRACTICAL POLITICANS k now all about the 
danger of “what-have--you-done-for-me * lately” 
sentiment. 
The sentiment will compound as nex t year's 
rrid term 
congressional 
election 
campaigns 
start. Thousands of the activists will tak e it 
easy or sit on their hands and union pock et- 
book s This could cost the liberal-labor coalition 
over 50 seats. 
Only once in history has the party in power 
failed to lose seats. That was during the brutal 
degression year of 
193 4 . But Frank lin D. Roose­ 
velt's block lost 71 seats during the 
193 8 con­ 
gressional election. The Truman administration 
lost 5 5 seats in 195 0 Similar lo sse s in 196 6 would 
give Mr. Johnson an opposition Congress. 
Such 
a Congress would serve until the 19 68 
presidential election. To prevent tha’ the Presi­ 
dent and the labor leaders will k eep those lights 
burning in the White House.

Biemish On 
U. S. History 


By DAVID LAWRENCE 


The Supreme Court of the United States, 
which has just started a new term , has before 
it a most challenging Issue how to correct a 
gross injustice, indeed a palpable fraud, and 
remove the blemish on Ameri- 
can history committed in July 
1868 by Congress in proclaim­ 
ing the 14 h Amendment to 
the Constitution as valid, even 
though it was not legally rati- 
fied. For nearly 9 0 years the 
high court has refused to tak e 
a case for adudicatton of the 
q uestion despite efforts which 
have been repeatedly made to 
Dm mi i^-» r*i*r* obtam a hearing. 


The issue is not whether the Mth Amend­ 
ment itself is desirable, for undoubtedly two 
thirds of Congress and three fourths of the 
states today would immediately ratify 
a *utv 
atitute using the identical language. The real 
q uestion is whether the crook ed method used 
for “ratification” shall be allowed to stand 
without court condemnation. 


The record in the case is indisputable Con 
gtcss ignored the fact that Presidents Lincoln 
and Johnson had specifically recognized the 
legal status of members of Congress and the 
state legislaturss. The 13th Amendment, more­ 
over, abolishing slavery, had been ratified m 
December 1865 by three fourths of the state 
legislatures. Including the Southern states. 


TO GET the Mth Amendment “adopted” by 
O ngress, however, Sen, Stock ton of New Jersey 
— who had already been duly seated and held 
the deciding vote against the am endm ent—was 
suddenly deprived of his seat in June 1868 
because it was charged that he had been elected 
by a plurality, not a majority. Yet this wa» 
the legal formula for elections in New Jersey 
and other states as well. 
There is no provision in the Constitution 
which permits Congress to punish 
its own 
members for refusing to vote for a constitu­ 
tional amendment Nor can states be lawfully 
c< creed by military action mb» ratifying a con 
stitutional amendment which they have re­ 
jected, as happened with the Mth Amendment. 


Many people are saying that the Supreme 
Court has, in effect, sustained the Mth Amend­ 
ment because it has decided various cases in­ 
volving interpretation of different phrases ©t 
that amendment. The truth is the high court 
lias never accepted juri-dietion in any case 
involving the validity of the actual process of 
“ ratifying” the Mth Amendment. 


FUR M ANY YE XUS. the court refused to 
hear all such q uestions as being “ political.” 
Even this barrier was later brok en down 
Thus, the Supreme Court in 19 39 took a case 
k nown as Coleman V, Miller and ruled that, 
although Kansas had 13 years before rejected 
the child-labor amendment, its later ratification 
m ust be permitted to stand 
The Supreme Court also has tak en up In 
various cases other points m which procedure 
and ratification of constitutional amendments 
were involved. In 19 21. it ru'ed that Congress 
had the power to put a time limit on ratifica­ 
tion. In another case, 
aided in 19 31, the high 
court took up the q uestion of whether the 18th 
Amendment was properly ratified because it 
was done bv state legislatures rather than con­ 
ventions, The court declared that Article V of 
the Constitution specifically gave Congress the 
power to choose whether an amendment should 
be 
ratified 
by 
state 
conventions 
or 
state 
legislatures. 
The State of Kansas now has brought be­ 
fore the Supreme Court of the United States 
the q uestion of whether the 14th Amendment 
was or was not legally ratified, and the at­ 
torney general of that state has req uested that 
the high court tak e jurisdiction. 
He has made a lengthy argument contending 
that the high court in reapportionment cases 
dic ing the last few years has delved into what 
it had previously called “ political” q uestions. 


IF THE SI PREMK COURT avoids the issue 
oi whether the Mth Amendment was legally 
adopted, it's tantamount to saving that Con 
gress possesses supreme power not only to un­ 
seat members at am time in order to get a 
necessary majority, but also by a simple act 
of Congress to ignore the action of state legis­ 
latures by declaring them out of the Union.
